MOSCOW (AP)—Soviet coun: 
terattacks.on the Kharkov front 
were reported today. to have 
forced the Germans to abandon 
several lines in one sector where 
they tried to. dig in to new posi: 
tions, 


While the Nazis were rolled | 
back there, Russian dispatches | 
told of other Red army counter- 
attacks in several other Kharkov 
sectors. 


In the battle for Sevastopol the 
fierce fighting swirled around an 
important highway against which 
the Germans launched masses of | 
troops, tanks and planes in six 
assaults. 

Soviet dispatches said the Ger- 
mans also attacked the southern | 
defences of Sevastopol five times | 
only to be repulsed in every case. 

The Red army, the dispatches 
said, is still holding Balaclava, 
the fishing town 7% miles south

NAZIS CLAIM 
BREACHES WIDENED 

BERLIN (From German-Broad. 
éasts, AP)—The German high 
command asserted today the Ger- 
man and Rumanian siege 
armiesaround Sevastopol have 
“largely extended” their breaches 
in the Russian defence system 
and thrust deep new wedges into 
the fortified lines, but are meet- 
ing “bitter resistance and difficul- 
ties of terrain.” 

Fort Siberia, one of the import- 
ant Soviet bastions, was said to | 
have’ been «stormed early this 
morning, and other strongly de- 
tended heights and fortifications 
on both flanks of the~ defence 
system were reported captured 
in heavy fighting. 

The communique said Soviet 
forces were attacking along the 
Volkhovy River and in the zone 
south of Lake Iimen, but claimed 
these thrusts were unsuccessful.
